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BRITISH EFFECT LANDINGS IN NORWAY

STOCKHOLM, April 15—British forces were reported today 
to have landed in Narvik under the protection of naval shellfire 
which drove the Germans from the northern Norwegian ore 
port into the mountainous interior. The British warships which 
raided Narvik Saturday were said to have the town under control of their guns, This 
report, from the Norwegian radio at the port of Bodo, south of Narvik, followed a Ner- 
wegian army communique reporting that Norwegian troops north and west of Narvik 
were ready to attack the Germans. The Norwegian commander said the German 
forces had retreated hastily and were believed to be incapable of strong resistance to 
the Norwegians who, he said, are now fully mobilized in the north.

The Nazi conception of things is more 
clearly illustrated in the Scandinavian 
drive than in any of Herr Hitler’s pre- 
vious exploits. Berlin proceeds on the 
broad assumption that it has a right to 
occupy any territory which it could ad- 
vantageously use for purposes of peace 
or war, if it has the physical power to do 
SO. 

Denmark and Norway were wanted 
because these would be bases from which 
the submarine war and the air war could 
be carried on to better advantage against 
the Allies; hence Nazi forces were sent to 
occupy them. Denmark did not resist, and , 
is now a landing field for Nazi planes, its 
harbors sheltering and refueling places 
for Nazi U-boats. Had Norway surrend- 
ered without a blow, it would have be- 
come a still more useful jumping-off place 
for Nazi bombers, its fiords ideal lurking 
places for Nazi under-water craft. The 
war won, Denmark and Norway would 
take their places according to the publish- 
ed schedule as provinces in the Hitler 
empire. 

The principle—apologies for using the 
word—is that might makes right; but only 
for Germany. Other countries should al- 
ways keep the law; Germany does 
to. That is the Nazi code.

The German forces in Norway have 
been estimated at from 25,000 to 40,000 
men, scattered in detachments along more 
than a thousand miles of coastline, hold- 
ing when the fighting began every import- 
ant coastal town from Oslo to Narvik. 

To transfer this army, land the detach- 
ments with equipment so complete that 
they gained possession of every port and 
turned these into positions of defence, all 
in the face of vigilant Allied patrol by sea 
and air, was an achievement possible only 
by the most thorough planning and highly 
efficient execution of every pre-arranged 
move. If this was accomplished in a mat- 
ter of 48 hours or thereabouts the feat was 
still more remarkable. So remarkable as 
to warrant a suspicion that a good part of 
the army of occupation was actually on 
Norwegian soil before the events of last 
week began—which can only have been 
the case if Norway was betrayed by 
Nazis among its own defence forces and 
civilian population. 

People in the Allied countries should see 
in this sudden thrust very impressive 
evidence of the powerful, efficient and 
smooth-working military machine that 
has been built for their destruction. No 
good, and great harm, can come from dis- 
inting the performance or obstinately 
refusing to see what it signifies as to the 
strength and skill of the enemy. The men 
who carried through that complicated and 
daring feat were not incompetents. They 
and their fellows are not to be easily 
beaten.
